'(AP Foreign Affairs Analyst) 
Eamonn De VaJera. undoubtedly 


was voicing the burning hope of 
his people when he predicted in 
New York the other day that Eire 
and Northern Ireland ultimately 
Would be united into one nation. 


His prediction also was pleas- 


ing to tne ears of the host of Irish 
Americans who welcomed 
him 


back to the city of his birth. The 
fighting Irishman, who lost the 
prim* ministership of Eire as the 
result of the recent general elec- 
tion, Jatt«r holding that position 
16 years, declared the day will ar- 
rive when an Irish leader will 
come to the United States and an- 
nounce that Ireland "from sea to 
eea is now completely free." 


"I admit," he added, "that 1 


Would like to be that person." 


Doesn't Xame the Date 


I've known Mr. De VaJera a long 


time and have so much respect 
for his acumen that I certainly 
wouldn't challenge his forecast. 
However, I note that he didn't 
place any time limit on the predic- 
tion and is rather in the position 
of the Scotsman who was charged 
with breach of promise. The judge 
asked him: 


"Sandy, did you promise to mar- 


ry this girl?" 


"Yes, my lord," replied the de- 


fendant, "but I didn't say when." 


De Valera doesn't say how soon 


he expects the union of Eire and 
Northern Ireland to take place. 
Of course time heals a lot of 
Wounds but, having studied that 
situation at close range for many 
years, I should say that the chances 
Of an early union are rather slim. 


It's hard to believe it possible 


that there could be such a clash 
of interests between two sections 
of a tight little isle like the land 
of stiver lakes and the shamrock. 
But the bitterness of the differ- 
ences has been recorded in blood 
many times through the genera- 
tions. 


Religion Chief Factor 


The chief difficulty has been re- 


ligious. Northern Ireland—or "Ul- 
*ter," as the old timers like to call 
it—ia preponderantly 
Protestant 


while Eire is largely 
Catholic. 


Many heads have been cracked 
With shillelaghs in that argument. 


However, there are other differ- 


ences. Northern Ireland of course 
te a part of the United Kingdom— 
a very important part which Eng- 
land can't afford to lose. 
Many 


of the people are of Scotch, Welsh 


and English descent, *o that the 
racial element entera into the sit- 
uation. Then, too, Northern Ire- 
land i« comparatively rich with its 
ship-building and linen manufac- 
turing, and many of its citizens 
maintain that if they joined the 
lesa prosperous south they would 
have to carry the burden of taxa- 
tion for the whole country. That 
argument—since it hits the pocket- 
book—is a powerful one. 


Make Little Progrme, 


The division between the two 


section* often has been demon- 
strated in astonishing ways 
used to fish for trout and salmon 
in water* right on the border be- 
tween the two states, and the con- 
stant spontaneous combustion had 
to be seen to be believed. Raids j 
and 
retaliations 
were constant, > 


frequently running to destruction 
of boats and cottages, which often 
resulted in physical encounters. 


That's the atmosphere which h 


hung over the two countries for 
generations. 
Workers for peace 


constantly have tried to bring the 
two people together, but if there 
has been progress, it hasn't regis- 
tered heavily. 
I should say the 


position at the momwit is about 
what it was some 15 years ago 
when I broached the subject during 
a chat with the late Lord Craign- 
von, 
then prime minister of N'orth- 


ern Ireland. 
A huge man who 


towered far above six feet, he was 
leaning against the mantel in his 
office, as he exploded: 


"Union with Southern Ireland— 


never! never! never! 
And when 


I am gone there are other leaders 
who will take up the fight." 


He punctuated this by slamming 


a fist as big as a ham into the 
palm of his other hand. It's my 
gmess that were he alive to day, 
the answer would be the same.

A Weekly Letter 
by Frank Priebe 


Within the next few weeks a 


lot of you will buy baby chicks. 


When you do, remember this: 


Good chicks are worth the price. 


"If you don't think so," a man 


said to me the other day, "take 
a. look at these figures. 


"1 thought I was getting a 


bargain when I got this bunch of 
chicks. But look at what it cost 
me to raise them: 
It took 4 


pounds of feed to produce a pound 
of meat. 


"And here's another bunch I 


started at the same time. I paid 
two cents more for every one of 
these chicks. And at the time I 
thought maybe I was foolish to 
do it. But it took only 3.6 pounds 
of feed to put a pound of meat 
on them! 
And besides that they 


put on more weight in less time. 
They were three or four days 
younger than the other bunch 
when I sold them — but they were 
a quarter of a pound heavier."

Pork More Plentiful 


Pork will b« more plentiful than 


beef, lamb, or mutton. There is a 
seasonal high poundage of dressed 
pork in storage. 


Here are some figures on the 


meat situation for the country. 


On March 1, there was 1,035,- 


418,000 pounds 
of 
government- 


inspected dressed meat in storage 
throughout the country. However, 
this figure 
included 
168.000,000 


pounds of meats which are not 
sold over the counter in butcher 
shops. This meat is the kind used 
for manufacturing hash, sausage, 
soups and other products. 


The amount of pork in storage 


March 1 was 701,000.000 pounds. 
However, much of this was ham 
and bacon stock in the process of 
curing or waiting to

cured 


Some of the cured meats would 
not be ready for sale for two or 
three months or longer. 


If all the meat in storage were 


available for sale in the butcher 
shops, the American public could 
consume it in a little over three 
weeks.

There are several million pounds 


of meats in transit, and several 
more millions of pounds in retail 
market and private lockers.

It meant a step up for "Slim 


Jim" but it left 17 000 division 
troopers saddened at the loss of a 
commander they had lo\ f4 for his

I have met a number of generals 


who were liked personally by their 
men—and a number who weren t 
But I never saw one who took 
their hearts more than "Slim Jim,'
